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Culture 


The  best  time  of  all  the  year  to  plant  Peony  roots, 
is  during  the  month  of  September  and  October.  They 
will  grow  in  almost  any  kind  of  soil,  but  like  a deep 
rich  loam  the  best.  Prepare  ground  by  deep  dig- 
ging, or  plowing,  working  in  some  bone  meal  as  a 
permanent  food  for  the  roots  to  feed  upon.  Plant 
the  roots  so  that  the  eyes  are  not  more  than  two 
inches  under  the  level  of  the  ground  and  do  not 
plant  where  water  will  stand,  as  they  should  have 
a good  drainage. 

It  takes  about  three  years  for  a Peony  to  become 
established  so  that  it  will  bear  its  finest  flowers. 

Planted  two  or  three  feet  apart  each  way,  the 
roots  can  remain  undisturbed  for  a period  of  five 
to  ten  years  or  more,  and  each  year  will  develop  into 
a finer  plant.

Can  be  planted  either  Fall  or 
Spring.
